looks, plus the elastic 
ball-control, ripped de- 
fences apart.

Germany? 

BEST: ‘‘Again no 
personalities and above 
all, England since 1966 
when they won the 
World Cup, insisted on 
playing with no wingers. 
“They set a trend

without wingers. Win- 
gers are a must.” 

Q: Your most 
memorable match: 

BEST: ‘There have 
been many. The Euro- 
pean Cup Final in 1968 
against Benfica is one of 
them. I scored a goal 

“Another memorable 
match was the same 
year when we only 
needed one more 
League point to win the 
Championship and we 
met West Ham at Up- 
ton Park, but United 
lost that match in an up- 
set by 6-1. 

Q: Your advice to 
youngsters? 

BEST: “Go out and 
play the game for love 


and have fun with no 
pressure from parents 


Later. the game de- 
mands dedication and 
hard work.” 


Q: How did you feel 
before a big match? 

BEST: “Fine as I nev- 
er got nervous.” 

Q: What went wrong 
with Soccer in the 
USA? 

BEST: “Simple. They 
stopped importing top 
players as the money 
ran out, and the crowds 
refused to watch just the 
local players. 

“After watching Pele, 
Marsh, Cubillas, 
Cruyff, Beckenbauer, 
Banks, Neeskens, 
Teuart, Mueller ete, 
they couldn't be satis- 
fied by the local pro- 
duct.” 

Q: Which player did 
you rate highly at Man- 
chester United? 

BEST: “We had too 
many stars but our mid- 
fielder Pat Crerand was 
most valuable. There 
was a saying that ‘if 
Crerand played well, 
then United must have 
played well.” 

Q: Steroids today are 
playing havoc in most 
sports, Did you ever use 
any form of stimulants? 

BEST: “Never. I nev- 
er needed anything ex- 
cept my strength and 
sheer ability and de- 
termination, They were 
all the stimulants I 
needed.” 

Q: What was your 
general approach to 
your opposing fullback 
or defenders in 
general? 

BEST: “I went out to 
destroy them no matter 
who they were. I would 
frustrate them and get 
them angry and then the 
rest would be easier. 

“I had to make them 
feel inferior.” 

Q: Your opinion on 
England's problem with 
hooliganism? 

BEST: “I wish I knew 
the answer. It is a big 
problem and these ani- 
mals who turn up at sta- 
diums, do so not be- 
cause they love Soccer, 
but it is a good place to 
cause trouble, They are 
cowards and hunt in 
packs. 

“If they couldn't 
cause trouble at the 
grounds they would do 
so out in the streets any- 
way. They do not be- 
long to Soccer.” 

Q: When did you last 
play an exhibition 
match? 

BEST: ‘‘Just a few 


weeks ago in Tokyo. 1 
played with Pele, Euse- 
bio, Rossi, Jennings etc 
against Japan's national 
team. 

“They were, of course 
were much fitter and 
stronger but they 
couldn't get the ball off 
us. 

“We won 2-0. 

“The crowd was

Heaps has been 
written about your scor- 
ing and attacking 
aspects in the game, but 
very little has ever been 
said about your high 
work-rate in defence. 

You seemed to de- 
vote much energy in 
coming back to tackle 
and dispossess oppo- 
nents on many occa- 
sions when it was not 
really required of you to 
do so. Why? 

BEST: “Because they 
were playing with my 
ball and I wanted it 
back. 

“No, not really, it’s 
just because I had so 
much energy through 
very hard training and 1 
was always hungry for 
work. It helps your 
team.” 

Q: What advice 
would you give our 
national team? 


BEST: “You must 
keep playing matches 
against superior sides to 
improve. 

“Playing friendlies 
against second-raters 
will be of no benefit to 
your development at all. 

“Play these superior 
sides away in their coun- 
tries be it in Europe or 
South America and get 
experience in being 
kicked. 

“Get experienced to 
their different condi- 
tions and different cul- 
tures so that your sides 
can absorb new and 
different conditions.” 

Best, as that other 
great ‘Soccer Disciple” 
Pele, travel the globe 
spreading the gospel 
and what a magnificent 
job they're doing.

Ivan Raznjevic can conjure rabbits out of 
hats, saw women in half or make spark- 
ly-eyed nubiles disappear in a flash of 
coloured smoke, you're very much mis- 
taken. 

But he is a magician 
of sorts — just ask the 
Melbourne Croatia 
faithful who have 
stood in awe as Razn- 
jevic has transformed a 
team seemingly going 
nowhere into one of 
the most eminently 
watchable sides in the 
NSL. 

And this team, say 
the experts, is the one 
which possibly could 
knock mighty Marconi 
from its lofty perch.

There isn’t one real- 
ly — if he had the in- 
fallible formula for 
success he'd patent it 
and go on a lecture 
tour around the world. 

He is not a facts and 
figures man. 


As Croatia veteran 
George Hannah ex- 
plains: “He tries not to 
be too conscious of 
other teams — he’s in- 
terested in getting the 
best from us.” 

But research Razn- 
jevic does. 

And if he has it his 
way he'll take NSL 
coaching to a technical 
level not seen before in 
Australia. 

His passion is in the 
use of computers, and 
his system is one he de- 
vised and perfected 
during stints in the 
USA and with the 
royal family’s team in 
Saudi Arabia. 

“Pm now working 
on introducing it 
here,” says the quietly 
spoken Melbourne 
Croatia chief. 

“Basically it is just a 
system I’ve devised 
which relies on compu- 
ter-based information. 

“Tt involves the use 
of data on all opposi- 
tion players, teams and 
their respective 
strategies and tactics.

While we may whisper about the dire straits of 


some of our leading clubs, all is not necessarily 
well in other major sports either . . - 

The Canberra Raiders, classified as one of rug- 
by league’s most powerful and successful clubs, 
announced an annual loss of $573,399 last week. 

Documents lodged with the Corporate Affairs 
Commission show the Raiders operated at an 
increasing loss in the year till October 1988 and an 
even bigger loss is for this season. 

Disturbingly, the club’s total deficiency in equi- 
ty (the amount by which liabilities exceed assets) 
rose from a deficiency of $84,144 in 1987 to 
$658,543 in 1988. 

The Raiders’ losses have emerged publicly at 
the same time as the financial predicament of the 
troubled Raiders-sponsored, the Woodger Real 
Estate Grup, has also become public. 

According to the Raiders, “there would not be 
2 team in the Sydney competition which would not 
be in a similar position”. 

[For this very reason the NSW Rugby League 
has cracked down on all its clubs, effective im- 
mediately. 

The League’s finance committee of three lead- 
ing businessmen will vet past financial statements, 
present performance, budgets and year to date 


They will fix salary caps. Any club found guilty 
of under-the-counter financing and exceeding 
caps will be subject to 2 $20,000 fine for each 
offence. 

The ASF must take responsibility to bring in 
the same system for NSL clubs without delay. — 
Ed]

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NSL OVERHAUL IS VITAL NOW 


THERE is a well grounded saying in busi- 
ness circles that a deal can be successful 
if the fundamentals are right. 


After 13 years of 
operation, it is correct 
to say that the Natio- 
nal Soccer League is 
still grinding away to 
get its act together 

All those years ago 
Charles Dickens was 
able to encapsulate 
this situation in a 
homely little state- 
ment 

“Annual income 
twenty pounds, annual 
expenditure nineteen 
nineteen six — result 
happiness. Annual in- 
come twenty pounds, 
annual expenditure 
twenty pounds ought 
and six — result 


. say the NSL 
experts... all of a 
sudden we in the NSL 
are flush with funds. 

But what about the 
NSL clubs, then. Most 
are living in the finan- 
cial misery of Dickens’ 
second illustration. 

In any case, the 
clubs which now re- 
ceive statements of in- 
come and expenditure 
from the League's 
operation under new 
treasurer Tony Topic 
say they have not got a 
clue as to the amounts 
of creditors and de- 
btors and also conting- 
encies that have a 
bearing on the 
League's financial 
stability. 

About 10 years ago 
a complete review of 
Australian soccer, in- 
cluding the manage- 
ment and structure of 
the sport, was on offer 
at a cost of $35,000. 

Two years ago, 
when mooted by Char- 
lie Perkins, it would 
have cost less than 
$90,000. 

In either case it was 
turned down, Original- 
ly this was caused by 
sheer lack of expertise 
on the part of the clubs 
and in the second by 
the paucity of funds. 

The consultants’ 
skills helped to turn 
rugby league around 
into a vital, prosperous 
enterprise, but soccer 
has been left wallow- 
ing in the mire. 

The longer the mess 
continues, the more 
difficult it becomes to

As crowds have 
dwindled, the less 
funds the clubs them- 
selves have to do 
something construc- 
tive. 

A full management 
review by Coopers and 
Lybrand W.D. Scott 
remains vital, with 
secon| choice a proper 
restructuring by the 
newly appointed ASF 
commissioners.

Given the institution

sponsors. 

Not that the NSL 
could not do the job 
separately, provided it 
is under the wing of 
the ASF. 

However its record 
engenders little confi- 
dence that it is needed 
as a separate company 

Big club games such 
as. Australian rules and 
rugby league are quite 
capable and indeed 
highly successful in 
paddling their own 
canoe as a senior 
organisation, and soc- 
cer should be able to 
avoid administrative 
complexities by doing 
the same. 

Before the NSL be- 
gan, one of the resear- 
chers of the organisa- 
tion along with Don 
Morrison was Andrew 
Dettre, who concluded 
that insufficient work 
had been done to put 
the structure in place. 


Dettre was right. 

If we are to be hon- 
est, we will recognise 
that the NSL is only 
gradually edging ahead 
13 years down the 
track. 

And this situation 
has to be changed. 

Longtime friends 
pose the question: 
“Hasn't soccer got its 
act together yet?” 
and the answer is 
obvious. 

The NSL has to put 
onto a better course. 
New vision is required, 
apart from its change 
of season move. 

ASF chairman Ian 
Brusasco may 
‘accomplish it. 

Placing NSL deputy 
chairman Tony Lab- 
bozzetta in a more 
senior position could 
well be productive, as 
he gains more experi- 
ence of how the other 
half (or actually the 
other four fifths) lives. 

The ASF has 


streamlined its admi- 
nistration to involve a 
limited number of 
commissioners, a first 
step towards progress. 

It had a huge agenda 
for yesterday's initial 
meeting, with some 
confrontations needing 
to be overcome. 

The outcome will 
soon be clear, with the 
ASF Executive still to 
confirm policy deci- 
sions on July 31 


Seasonal 
effects 


The NSL will kick 
off into a new era of 
summer matches on 
November 5, 

The change of sea- 
son concept was based 
on Rick Underwood's 
report of some eight 
years back. 

Two main aims are 
to avoid some of the 
overwhelming power 
of the VFL season as 
well as winter condi- 
tions. 

Another was parti- 
cularly laudable — to 
allow the Socceroos to 
find opponents in the 
European closed sea- 
son, and to have over- 
seas-based Australian 
nationals available for 
World Cup at times 
when they are clear of 
club commitments. 

We will see before 
May next whether the 
ASF has the capacity 
to woo the right oppo- 
nents, at home and 
away. 

And also whether 
anyone has the nous to 
establish a regular 
series against England 
and Scotland. 

After the completely 
unsustainable tour by 
Greek club PAOK was 
forced on the code 
better things are re- 
quired. 


SAM PAPASAVAS 


Soccer has been 
played until late in the 
year in Victoria’ with 
no public interest, but 
now the move is to 
floodlit games. 

At this stage it 
seems that Olympic 
Park is the only pro- 
perly lighted venue, 
with Somers St next 
cab off the rank 
shortly. 

Clubs need 4000 
spectators to break 
even at Olympic Park, 
so double-headers may 
be required. 

St George, Croatia 
and Marconi are Syd- 
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ney’s leading ‘lights’ at 
present, with Hind- 
marsh the Adelaide 
site. 

So floodlit football 
gets underway with 
limited facilities for a 
‘start. 


Some clubs may 
have to play in late 
afternoons. 

Soccer was devised 
as a winter game, and 
is largely just that right 
across the world. 

Can it succeed in 
Australia, playing 
from November to 
May? 

Recently meteoro- 
logical expert Dr Terry 
Coughlan set out his 
views, based on valid 
research. 

Extremely rainy 
periods, such as re- 
cently experienced 
along the east coast, 
have in the past been 
followed by years of 
high temperatures and 
drought. 

These may come by 
1990. 

If not, they will cer- 
tainly occur within the 
next few years, which 
could put a strain on 
the summer concept. 

Often summer 
nights bring in cooling 
breezes in which team 
sports are played with 
comfort. 


But weather is an 
awful pesky critter. It

could also send many 
people in Sydney and 
Melbourne heading for 
beaches rather than 
football stadiums. 


It is possible to see 
Marconi, Sydney 
Croatia and one or two 
others gaining from 
summer night. football. 
We can only hope for 
the best for the re- 
mainder. 

One gain will be the 
avoidance of winter 
night games midweek, 
but these are actually 
quite limited in a sea- 
son of normal climatic 
conditions, 


The Saulwick. poll 
conducted by the Syd- 
ney Morning Herald 
and The Age indicated 
that 35% of the 
population has a soc- 
cer interest as against 
9% in Melbourne. 

A deal of Sydney's 
35% is district orien- 
tated, and would have 
to be wooed to attend 
NSL games. 


Tt remains to be seen 
whether the clubs will 
seek out that district 
market, as few signs 
have yet emerged 
apart for a few actions 
and some pious state- 
ments. 

And can the NSL 
clubs influence the 
keener but highly frag- 
mented ethnic market 
to attend their 


games? 

Some very limited 
progress is being made 
here, so it will be in- 
teresting to see how 
the clubs and the NSL 
now approach these 
challenges. 


Let no-one doubt 
that a change to a 
largely summer — for 
want of better descrip- 
tion — format is quite 
experimental by world 
precedents. 


Really only the 
Asians play football in 
the heat, and simply 
because they have no 
alternative. There is 
nothing but heat 12 
months of the year. 


The Soviets, Nor- 
way, Sweden and Fit 
land play in their sum- 
mer, but it is the 
equivalent climate- 
wise of our winter. 
Soviet-Scandanavian 
winter is too cold for 
football. 


The American 
dream — the long de- 
parted but lamented 
NASL — played in the 
summer because it had 
to avoid a clash with 
baseball and could 
only secure the sta- 
diums it required at 
that time of the year. It 
died for a variety of 
reasons. 


The NSL chairman 
Sam Papasavas, refer- 


red us to plans to be 
put in hand for 
marketing and 
advertising the 
November kick off. 

It is to be hoped that 
they are well con- 
ceived and prove effec- 
tive. Any marketing 
man should already be 
in place. 

After being assured 
by a leading official 
that ‘‘television 
advertising of the West 
End League would 
blow the mind,” the 
writer can only recall 

seeing one trailer 
on commercial televi- 
sion. 


That experience has 
been widely shared. 
Soccer has not the re- 
sources to perform 
wonders, but the fans 
must wait and see 
whether there is a 
satisfacting outcome to 
the NSL chairmans’s 
statement. 


To sum up, all the 
best to the NSL on its 
season's change. An 
early rush of fans 
would help, but the 
system will only be of 
value if it is properly 
promoted to work 
down the years. 


The most compell- 
ing force that has kept 
the NSL going to date 
is that it is mainly a 
national ethnic league. 

For example, post- 
war migration began 
the game in Victoria to 
all intents and pur- 
poses, but of course 
assimilation there and 
elsewhere has de- 
creased its effect 
markedly. 

No doubt Sydney 
and Melbourne 
Croatia want to play 
each other whilst Mar- 
coni — Adelaide City 
(Italian) and South 
Melbourne — Heidel- 
berg — Sydney Olym- 
pic (Greek) are the 
other main involy- 
ements of this nature. 

Other clubs have no 
direct ethnic oppo- 
nents, but overall 
there are clubs who 
represent differing and 
at times explosive 
ethnic socio-political 
camps. 

The ethnic base will 
continue generally, but 
clubs to come from 
Brisbane, Newcastle, 
Canberra and Hobart 
must be general com- 
munity efforts. 

All ethnic groups 
have to be brought 
under the one NSL 
banner including the 
Australian Anglo-Ir- 
ish. 


If it comes to the 
real point, the same 
must occur every- 
where, and it could 
come more quickly in 
Sydney than Melbou- 
tne for reasons stated 
later. 

It is a positive fact 
that many ethnic clubs 
have reached the stage 
that they know their 
future requires them to 
play to the general 
public. 

Unless the ASF en- 
courages them, prog- 
ress will be slow. 

The general stand- 
ing of present clubs 
varies greatly, and any 
observer who fails to 
recognise the differing 
practical situations of 
these clubs does the 
code a disservice. 

Marconi shines like 
a beacon at the top. 
Their well run licenced 
club is a gold mine, 
and turnover is explod- 
ing into new highs 
month after month. 

There is no doubt 
that Marconi could 
both attend to the de- 
sires of its social club 
patrons and increase 
its huge soccer invest- 
ment. 

But, if it upped its 
soccer expenditure to 
greatly improve its 
team, which clubs 
could go along with 
it? 

Bluntly stated, it 
would run out of oppo- 
nents. 

Sydney Croatia is 
the other bigetimer, 
followed by Adelaide 
City and soon by Mel- 
bourne Croatia.

Blacktown City’s 
prosperous licensed 
club puts it in the next 
bracket, but it could 
well be relegated, leav- 
ing a $1.25 million 
ground project to State 
League. 

‘St George, Apia and 
Wollongong are prob- 
ably in a real triers and 
financial strugglers 
category, with Preston 
Makedonia suffering 
from shouldering the 
Olympic Park home 
ground costs. 

Greek clubs Sydney 
Olympic, South Mel- 
bourne and Heidel- 
berg have crowd 
potential but over the 
years have continually 
lived hand to mouth 
and straddled with 
debt. 


No franchising 


Sunshine GC and 
Melbourne City JUST 
are believed to be cur- 
rently in the wobbly 
category, with the lat- 
ter unhappily not yet 
producing the club- 
house which could en- 
able it to turn the 
corner. 

It should be noted 
that all three privatised 
clubs — Melbourne 
City, Wollongong City 
and St George — are 
all struggling for 
various reasons. 

Some clubs facing 
back to back seasons 
will find themselves 
struggling for funds to 
pay signing on fees to 
their players, and as a 
result be very depen- 
dent upon the success 
of their receipts from 
night games. 


The current limited 
privatised situation in- 
cidentally does little to 
advance the overall 
cause of franchising. 

It might take the 
power of commercial 
television (which is 
apparently not avail- 
able) to give an entre- 
preneur hope of a pro- 
fit for his investment. 

In any case a deal 
has already been done 
with the ABC. 

Franchising in VFL 
has been only a limited 
success, and rugby 
league has shunned it 
except for one club, 
the Brisbane Broncos. 

Maybe the ASF will 
attack this problem. 


Hard evidence is 
needed of how it 
would be accom- 
plished in soccer. 

Are there any Pack- 
ers or Willessees avail- 
able to soccer? 

Frank Lowy was the 
last known chance, 
and he has enough 
trouble handling 
Northern Star Hold- 
ings and the Ten Net- 
work to last a man of 
even his outstanding 
qualities of mind for 
years to come. 

Kite flying about 
NSW Rugby Leagues 
clubs and big VFL 
clubs supporting soc- 
cer clubs in summer as 
well as basketball clubs 
is just that — until 
proved otherwise. 

The fact of life until 
July 1989 is that the 
different codes have 
not been compatible 
under any past known 
circumstances. 

If clubs of opposing 
codes were to operate 
in that way, then great. 
But will their constit 
tions permit it 

And will the parent 
bodies of those codes 
be prepared to stand 
aside for soccer? 

These questions 
could be explored once 
again, but remember 
the Footscray, Penrith 
and Parramatta exam- 
ples. 

Pushing soccer into 
Australian rules and 
rugby league clubs is 
great on theory, but a 
marriage requires two 
parties and not one to 
consumate it. 

Ah! The misery of 
unrequited love . . | 

Perhaps more atten- 
tion should be given to 
the day to day and 
medium term pros- 
pects of the clubs and 
the sound organising 
of new clubs from Bris- 
bane, Canberra, Ho- 
bart and Newcastle. 

Even given the 
NSL’s apparent wish 
to continue with 14 
clubs from November 
5 and the possibility of 
short term summer 
success, soccer must 
face the demands of 
the medium and long 
term. 


If it fails to do so. 


then gradual death is 
assured. 
The trick must be to 


consolidate and im- 
prove the standard of 
play whilst securing 
Tepresentation from all 
the cities of Australia 
in the NSL. 

Sunday would be re- 
served for six or seven 
high class NSL games 
throughout Australia. 
Everyone else would 
be ordered to play on 
Saturday — or not at 
all 


Doné properly that 
would mean a proper 
city by city National 
League, but if that 
proves beyond the 
ability of the admi- 
nistration to arrange 
then it may well lead to 
two divisions in the 
course of time. 


The future 


The further main 
alternative is to revert 
to State Leagues, a 
system which fails to 
plot a course for Ade- 
laide, Brisbane, Can- 
berra, Hobart and 
Newcastle. 

Perth as it stands re- 
mains unhappily too 
costly an exercise at 
present. 

However State 
Leagues do have in- 
built viability. 

If an NSL can be 
afforded then repre- 
sentation amongst 
Australian cities must 
be wider based, and 
even NSL chairman 
Sam Papasavas has 
admitted that Melbou- 
tne and Sydney are 
over-represented in the 
present league. 

A few ethnic clubs 
are big enough to exist 
on their own at pre- 
sent, but pride must be 
engendered in Austra- 
lian cities and regions. 

A league of subst- 
ance should have a 
minimum of two and a 
maximum of four Syd- 
ney clubs, and the 
same from Melbourne. 

Tt would be a matter 
of study whether Bris- 
bane and Adelaide had 
one or two each, and 
the other major cities 
would concentrate on 
only one club. 

Some authority has 
to begin working with 
administrators in the 
key cities to get proper 
proposals together, 
and history indicates 
that it is unlikely to be 
the NSL. 

Therefore the ASF 
must come into the 
play, and seriously 
too. 

Every aspect must 
be taken into account 
in the planning. Last 
time around Brisbane, 
Newcastle and Can- 
berra were not strong 
enough to succeed. 

Alternatively for a 
twosdivision setup, 
even if three rounds 
have to be played 
there should be no 
more than ten teams 
per league. 

One writer has 
pointed out the value 
of local clashes. 

With two divisions, 
local big drawing 
matches (or better 
drawing with both sets 
of fans attending)

TELE SANTANA, 
the man who 
coached Brazil in 
the last two World 
Cup finals, says 
that unless urgent 
measures are 
taken to solve the 
problems in Brazi- 
lian football, the 
country could lose 
its place at the top 
of world football. 


Santana, one of the 
very few in Brazil who 
puts attractive football 
above winning, is 
appalled by the unpre- 
cedented on-the-field 
violence, the time- 
wasting tactics adopted 
by the players and the 
lack of support given 
to Brazil's hapless re- 
ferees by the various 
state federations. 

One month after 
Ricardo Teixeira, the 
CBF president, 
claimed that there had 
been no violence on 
Brazilian pitches since 
he assumed the pres- 
idency, Santana said 
that the violence is 
growing. 

And he also said 
that nothing new has 
been shown since Teix- 
eira’s takeover.

Bryan Roy, the bright new star of Dutch football, is being touted as 

another Gullit. The former FC Utrecht man will be a key player for Ajax 

this coming season as they strive to recapture their past glory under 
new coach Leo Beenhakker. 


LEO BEENHAK- 
KER, Ajax Amster- 
dam’s new coach, 
surprisingly, is not 
all that highly re- 
garded in his na- 
tive Holland. 

After three years at 
Real Madrid, Been- 
hakker has returned to 
join the club that more 
than a decade ago gave 
him his first big chance 
as a manager. 

His usual shrewd- 
ness has led him to 
select the right club to 
join. 

Ajax are on the up. 
The current side is 
very young and gifted, 
and has been maturing 
over the last year. 

Ajax started the sea- 
son disastrously under 
Kurt Linder, but then 
Spitz Kohn took over 
as caretaker manager 
and did an excellent 
job. 

However, the Ajax 
board regarded Kohn 
as too lightweight to 
hold the position per- 
manently, so it sent for 
Beenhakker. 

He came home 
eagerly, knowing that 
within two years the 
team should be among 
the European elite 
again. 

He is mentally 
already counting the 
trophies and kudos. 

It is easy to under- 
stand why Beenhakker 
wanted to join Ajax. It 
is harder to see why 
Ajax wanted 
Beenhakker 

Although outside 
Holland he is generally 
regarded as a top-class 
manager, the Dutch 
hold him in less 
regard. 

Beenhakker has had 
two distinct manage- 
rial careers, the one in 
Spain, the’ other in 
Holland.

He has been very 
successful in Spain, 
with Real Madrid and 
Real Zaragoza, but he 
did far less well in Hol- 
land with Go Ahead 
Deventer, Ajax, 
Volendam and the 
Dutch national team. 

Most Dutch players 
dismiss him as a poor 
tactician, who has nev- 
er played professional 


football himself, and $ 


who only manages to 
Survive in the game 
thanks to his gift of the 
gab. 

This talent enables 
him to absolve himself 
from blame whenever 
his teams fail, and to 
convince directors and 
journalists of his man- 
agerial ability. 

He even talked his 
way into becoming 
manager of Holland in 
1984, While he held 
the job, his internati 
nals habitually refer- 


red to him as “Leo the $ 


Bluffer’. 

The Dutch are 
wrong to rate him so 
lowly.

Ajax expects him to 
be able to work his 
wiles at the club, espe- 
cially since he has 
already had a spell in 
Amsterdam — he re- 
signed rather unsuc- 
cessfully at the begin- 
ning of the 1980s. 

Whatever happens, 
Beenhakker is bound 
to experience the diffi- 
culties of being a 
prophet in his own 
country.
